The record kept by Kowalski, it is 
alleged, indicates apparently that in 
less than a year Henry W. Hering, the 
imprisoned cashier, personally obtained 
$110,000 of the depositors’ money by the 
Same means adopted by Stensiand in 
his systematic looting of the vaults.

tons. The whole business of the con- 
vention, speeches, presentation of 
names, nominations, motions, accla- 
mations and resolutions, would not 
have varied an iota if it had been 
talked into a machine and ground out 
through a megaphone.

RTUNATE LOS ANGELES. 

The city of Los Angeles is fortu- 
nate indeed in the fact that it is free 
from the distressing industrial condi- 
tions which afflict its sister lis 
of the North—San Francisco. It is quite 
true that we ourselves have 
these conditions which we „ 
meeting the disturbers of industrtal 
peace on their own ground and fight- 
ing them to a finish. But Los Angeles 
has no less occasion to rejoice in its 
industrial freedom because of the fact 
that it has created and maintained the 
conditions which have made it possi- 
ble. We have an undeniable right to 
mingle with our rejoicing a certain 
feeling of exultation because of the 
courage and steadfastness of our citi- 
zens in opposing the un-American as- 
sumptions and presumptions of indus- 
trial brigandage, and in upholding the 
principles of right and justice.

As a conse- 
quence, the mob spirit is not preva- 
lent in this city and section. Peace 
prevails, The rights of all workmen 
are fully protected, whether they are 
anionists or non-unionists. Every

Taxpayer Likely to Offer Project 
That Would End Sewage Difficulty 
of Several Towns—Pipe End Would 
Be Where Outfall Empties Into the 
Ocean. 


SANTA MONICA, Sept. 10.—If pres- 
ent intentions are carried out, a plan 
for settling the sewer difficulty will be 
submitted to the City Trustees at their 
meeting tomorrow night. 

A taxpayer purposes making an of- 
fer to the board to lay a main all the 
way along the beach, through Playa 
Del Rey and to the Los Angeles out- 
fall at Hyperion. This, he will offer 
to do for the money ($25,000) recently 
voted by Santa Monſea for the con- 
struction of a septic tank. 

The proposed outfall would carry the 
waste of the entire beach and would 
do away with the ocean outfall at 


Venice.

PARALYTIC CLAIMS KINSHIP TO 
PATRICK HENRY. 

Mrs. Emily White, About to Be 
Evicted From mer Home of 


Squalor in Chicago, Gains Sympa- 
thy of Bureau of Charities When it 
Finds Removal Would Mean Death. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

CHICAGO, Sept. 10.—Mrs. Emily 
White, 89 years old, who says she is a 
grand-dauguter of the illvstrious Pat- 
rick Henry, expects to be evicted from 
her shabby home at No. 3116 Armour 
Avenue. She is a paralytic, confined to 
her bed, and in addition, suffers with 
rheumatiem and heart trouble. 

Dr. Andrew L. Smith, who visited the 
invalid some days ago, at the solicta- 
tion of the bureau of charities when 
eviction was threatened, declared that 
any effort t remove the woman would 
result in her death. Notwithstanding 
this, according to those in the house, a 
constable called Saturday and roughly 
announced that the house would have 
to be vacated, and that an ambulance 
would be furnished to convey the in- 
valid to the poorhouse. 

For six years during which time she 
been unable to leave her house, 
the aged woman nas been cared for 
by her daughter, Mrs. Martha Wil- 
Hams, 68 years old, who also is s0 
crippled with rheumatism and iliness 
that for many months she has been 
unable to earn enough money to prop- 
erly care for her mother and herself. 

During this time they have depended 
solely upon 1 monthly pension of $12 
from thé government, because the son 
and brother, Marcus White, served as 
a soldier in the Fifth Massachusetts 
Cavalry during the Civil War, and 
there contracted a chronic ness, from 
which he died in 1887. 

Mrs. White is the daughter of Reu- 
ben Henry, who, she claims, was a son 
of Patrick Henry by a common-law 
marriage with an Indian woman, who 
bore him two daughters and a son. 
Later .according to the story, when the 
atatesman refused to formally legalize 
the marriage, the Indian woman re- 
turned to her tribe, taking with her 
the two daughters, but leaving the boy, 
Reuben, with the father.
